To Come Under 
New Regulations 


OTTAWA, Nov. 20.—(CP)~ 
Special price ceiling regulations 
have been devised to assure that 
beef sold to the public as “show 
beef” actually comes from author- 
ized shows and exhibitions, the / 
Prices Board announced today. 
THE NEW ORDER requires auth 
zation for such by the 
Board meat administrator 
that all carcasses classed as “show 
beef’ have a cold dressed weight 
when slaughtered of not less than 
300 pounds and “must be in accord- 
with the specifications 
either ‘choice beef’ (red brand) or 
‘good beef’ (blue brand) as set 
forth in the Livestock and Live- 
stock Products Act,” the board 
statement said. 

The order also provides for ear- 
tagging, designation of slaughterers 
by buyers at authorized shows and 
slaughter in inspected plants. A 
special ribbon brand, provided by | 
the Dominion agriculture depart- 
ment, is to be used exclusively for | 
branding “show beef.” | 

TO QUALIFY as “show beef” all | 
cattle exhibited in Saskatchewan, | 
Alberta and Manitoba must be | 
slaughtered in the province where | 
the showing took place, 

Regulations regarding sales re- 
quire wholesalers to limit the price | 
of “show beef” to not more than the 
aggregate cost to them, including 
processing and selling expenses and 
less credits for by-products. No re- 
selling at the wholesale level is al- | 
lowed and no sales are permitted | 
until the slaughterer has the infor- 
mation required to identify car- 
casses. | 

RETAILERS MUST limit their 
prices on “show beef” so that the 
total amount they receive shall not | 
exceed actual delivered cost plus a 

mark-up” of not more than twenty- 
six and one-half per cent of selling 
price,

Not merely because he aroused 
world-wide interest by mustering Russian 
military power and hurling it with shatter- 
ing effect agajnst the Axis powers, But 
because the influence of the Marshal is 
needed now to control disorders at- three 
points on the borders of the Soviet empire 
and to stabilize in those areas the demo- 
cratic processes and liberties to which he 
pledged himself when Russian freedom 
was being ground to pieces under the 
wheels of Hitler's panzer armies. 

In Manchuria, in Persia, in the Balkans, 
situations have arisen which cannot lie 
outside the field of Moscow's concern. Each 
of these carries a menace to world. peace. 
In each case there are suspicions abroad 
that some one in Moscow is fomenting the 
trouble, with a view to creating new Rus- 
sian “spheres of influence”. 

It is time that Stalin should emerge 
from the shadows, take matters in hand, 
reaffirm Soviet adherence to the prin- 
ciple of non-intervention in the affairs of 
other countries, and re-establish confidence 
in the part Russia intends to play in pre- 
serving peoce, order, and national freedom. 

It is no secret that this confidence is 
ebbing. As it weakens, the validity of the 
United Nations Organization is coming 
into question. Does the Charter mean what 
it was made to say? Or is the scramble to 
extend economic—and eventually territor- 
ial, boundaries to be resumed? 

Marshal Stalin, more than any other 
living man, can clear away the doubts and 
reassure mankind that national mghts are 
to be respected and the powers co-operate 
in an unselfish effort to preserve harmony 
and promote the welfare of all peoples.

Our Jap transport planes took off at 8 a.m. from that 
monstrous place named Heito, on Formosa, on October 7, 
1944, headed north and flew through murky weather until 
shortly after 2 o'clock, when the pilot let us down on a field 
near the southern end of Kyushu, southernmost of the four 
main Japanese islands. 

A TRUCK TOOK US TO WHAT MUST have been a 
summer hotel and, after parking our shoes outside, we walked 
in and, to our great surprise, were given a good lunch. I ate 
it to the plate-scraping point. But the fresh memory of the 
men left behind at Heito—including some of my officers who 
were scheduled to follow by boat—cut into my enjoyment of 
the first good meal I had had since the war started.

“At San Francisco the delegations 
from 50 nations made the greatest 
effort ever attempted to set up the 
machinery to express the will of the 
world to establish peace,” declared 
Mrs. Cora T. Casselman, former MP 
for East Edmontdn and only wo 
man delegate from Canada at the 
San Francisco Conference, when 
she addressed the Women's Can- 
adian club at the luncheon meeting 
in the Macdonald hotel Tuesday 
noon. Her subject was “Foundation 
Stones in Building Peace.” 

A billion people were represented 
at the conference through their 
Gelegates, she said. 

The preamble to the San Fran- 
cisco charter begins: “we, the 
peoples of the United Nations” and 


the charter “recognizes not only the | 


intense yearning for an enduring 
peace but also the fact that the 
world is made up of nations which 
are unwilling at this stage in the 
world’s history to surrender sover- 
¢ignity to an organization, which 
has not proved itself, as yet, to be 
able to maintain peace with justice,” 
the speaker said 

“IT MAY BE THAT the discovery 
nd use of the atomic bomb has al- 
ready made it impossible for na- 
tions to retain sovereignity but 
statesmen such as President Tru- 
man, Premier Atlee, Premier King 
Ernest Bevin and James Byrnes 
have put themselves on record 
within the last few weeks as believ- 
ing that the United Nations organi- 
zation will function successfully 
even in a world where weapons of 
such frightful devastating power 
have been developed. 

“These leaders and others who 
might be named from all the peace 
loving countries are the men who 
bore the burden of administration 
during the years preceding the war, | 
and through that terrible experi- 
ence. The charter was not drawn 
up by amateurs but by those who 
krow the realities and the difficul- 
ties, yet have kept their fait h |

The charter expresses “faith in 
fundamental human rights, in the 
dignity and worth of the human 


person, in the equal rights of men 
and women and of nations great 
and small and that without distinc- 
tion as to race, sex, language, or 
religion. The main road to these 
ends is to unite our strength for 
peace and for progress, and to 
practice tolerance, and live together 
in peace with one another as good 
neighbors.” 


NOW THAT is mot easy, the 
speaker said. “It means giving up 
prejudices and privileges, while 
we stand by our principles. <A 
nation’s contribution is the sum 
total of its people's individual 
efforts, what are we willing to do 


as individuals in extending our 
privileges to others, in considering 
their rights as well as ours in 
assuming our responsibilities in 
making the idealism of the charter 
a vital living force?” she asked 

The sovereignty and equality of 
the member nations is recognized 
through the general assembly 
which may discuss any matter with- 
in the scope of the charter. 

Each agrees to respect the other's 
“personality” and to use force only 
“in the common interest” and at 
the direction of the Security Coun- 
cil, 

ON THE SECURITY Council the 
Big Five have a special position, 
because anyone of them may veto 


action with which it disagrees. That

condition of their assuming the 
joint responsibility for carrying 
out measures to ensures peace, All 


the five would not have agreed to 
join if that power had been with- 
held and it was felt that we must

ization was to succeed. 
Any one left out might become 
the nucleus for another alliance of 


discontented nations, the speaker 
said. The world hopes to avoid 
that danger, which would be the 
most fruitful beginning of rivalry 
‘We must work together if it is at 
all possible in the spirit of the 
charter, The Security Council has 


been given the right to deal with 
threats to the peace of the world by 
all peaceful means and also by the 
use of force, if that becomes neces- 
sary. This small body should be 
able to act with speed and affi- 
ciency,” Mrs, Casselman explained 

THE SPEAKER went on further 
to explain the charter and 
cluded with, “the charter is not a 
perfect document but it is a work- 
able one. Nations and men and wo- 
men everywhere are drawn into a 
vast organization not only to pre- 
vent war but also to promote jus-

tice, freedom, progress and to com-,: 


bine their efforts in the achieve 
ments of the aims, Faith in our 
ability to carry on to a military vic- 
tory won the war. Faith that we 
can solve the problems of peace 
must carry us on through a maze
